Neither could all the miſeries of his. own life after, nor the ignominy of his own death, andofthebeft of his children , which followed very ſoon , nor} 
hearmy of God periſhing with him by che (words of Idolaters, expiare this publick breach of publick Articles, Not although they were his own Subje&s with whom h 
droke, and not Subje&ts only, but ſlaves born, and by covenant; nor flaves alone, but Amorites, whoſe Towns and Lands, and fortunes had been the free gift of Godj 
othe Children of Iſrael, in his promiſe to Abrabam 700 years before, and long after appropriated the ſecond timie unto them by the Law of Moſes, and by his particular 


ommand for _— of the ancient Inhabicants, and of the Amorites by name, and for never entring any League or Peace or Covenant with them. Not although: 


theſe Gibeonites, when they articled w. their Predeceſſors,. were Infidels, enemies of one true God, and their articles made with true believers, and believers infallibly 


uch, and not with S«u!, but with Foſue, 300 years before the Raign of Saul, and never by him ratified. Nor although, what is more obſervable, theſe articles wereob=: 
tained of Foſhue through his ignorance of the people thattreated wich him, and by their lyes and circumvention of him. Nor finally , although theſe Articles were 
afſented unto by Foſpra only, and his twelve chief Captains; the whole multitude (concern'd in this bufineſs)not conſenting otherwiſe; as appeared within three dayes 
after the Concluhon , by their generall murmur againſt the Prince, My Lord, none of all theſe extenuating circumſtances, nor altogether, not even back't with zeal 
for the people of God ( the Scripture noting particularly that Sau! ſought to ſlay the Gibeonites in his zeal to the Children of Iſrael and Fudab) no excuſe, no pretence what- 
Coever could obtayn ſo much mercy ofthe great Juſticicr otHeaven, as toinfl:;& the puniſhmenc of this article-breaking on the perſon of Saul alone ; not even together 
with his beloved Foratharn's, or on his Legions, and Peoplein his own dayes only. The vengeance of God muſt purſue his Poſterity and Kingdome, long after his death, 
and for this cauſe alone. A mortal Famine of three years continuance muſt conſume the twelve Tribes of Tſraet, even in the reign of his Succeſſor; and for this very 
'Sin only,as God himſelf revealed to holy David, Nor would the Famine ceaſe, till by Dad's commandment ſeven of Ssif's Children and Nephews were delivered to 
the Gibeonites; and by the hands of theſe very men whoſe Articles he broke, crucified alive upon a Mountain, to expiate this publick and horrid fin, even in the face of 
the Sun. May Providence,and the Kings Righteouſneſs,and your ſage Counſel(my Lord)obftruftall occafions of refle&ing on this (and ſo many other examples of God's 
[revenge of Article-breaking) any further than that the beſt of Kings may ſee the worſt of evils attending the Counſels our Adverſaries : and that their power, what- 
"everir be,cannot be ſo dangerous as their demands a___ our Articles. | :
